AN ACT to annex a pert of the county of Chippewa to the county 
of Burnett. 

The people q f the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate 
als4 assrnibly, do mact as follosoc: 

SEcTION 1. All of townehips numbers thirty -eight, 5"nuall" 

thirty-nine and forty, of ranges numbers ten and Ohippewateans 
eleven west, in the county of Chippewa, are hereby 
detached and set off from the county of Chippewa, and 
attached and annexed to the county of Burnett. 

SECTION 2. AU acts or parts of acts conflicting with UP*1- 
this act, are hereby repealed. 

SECTION 8. This act shall take effect and be in force 
from and after its passage and publication.
